HAPPY NEW YEAR to all women working in 

organizations for mutual helpfulness and community 
betterment, for patriotic service and the coming of the 
Kingdom of Heaven on earth. The New Year of 1913 
holds in store for us all some success, some failure, some 
joys and some sorrows; it rests with us as individuals just 
how we will meet each experience and come out of each 
test. The mystery of the future still hangs over these early 
days of January. How we will solve the problems of this 
future, will depend in a great measure on our experience 
and training in the past. And now, as the wonderful pres- 
ent stands linking hands with the certainty of the past and 
the mystery of the future, let us plan out some service for 
others and thereby win happiness for ourselves. 


OMAN’S part in community life is constantly up for 
discussion in the press and in the public assemblies of 
the day. How far this part shall be limited by the four 
walls of her home is dependent in a large measure upon the 
capacity and sympathy of the woman and her oppertunity 
for service to her neighbors. That there are increasing 
demands for the woman heart and the woman mind in 
municipal affairs is one of the tendencies of modern life, 
and the thoughtful woman must look about her to see how 
far woman is preparing herself to meet these demands 
Woman’s social talent has always been a power in the 
home and the social life of the race, and as her socia! oppor- 
tunity has been great so has this power been possible for 
good or evil. The present modern trend toward a greater 
democracy in all fields of human activity is calling women 
also out into a wider life of responsibility. While the more 
advanced states of the West are conferring the full suffrage 
on their womanhood, the conservative East is feeling the 
spirit of the age and applying the services of their woman- 
_kind to many new tasks. The recent message of the Gov- 
ernor of Connecticut advising legislation in that o!d com- 
monwealth looking toward the conferring of municipal 
suffrage upon its taxpaying women citizens would indicate 
that preparation is being made for a wide change in the 
political status of woman. | 
In North Carolina the clubwomen, in May, 1912, 
instructed a committee “to obtain a construction of their 
State Constitution by the Supreme Court as to what posi- 
tions in the educational and eleemosynary institutions may 
be held by women. The difference between office and posi- 
tion was the term for definition, and the women of North 
Carolina are now urging the State Legislature to pass, this 
session, a bill to authorize women to discharge certain 
duties pertaining to education and one that states that posi- 
tions on school committees, etc., shall*not be considered 
office, but positions of trust and profit not requiring an oath 
of office.” (See North Carolina Federation Notes, this 
issue of The Keystone, p. 6.) 
In South Carolina there are now serving in Charleston 
eleven women on municipal commissions—five on the play- 


ground commission, three on the bathhouse commission, 
and, by petition of the clubwomen of the city recently, three 
on the market commission. ‘These women have all been 
appointed by the mayor and city council. In this State the 
clubwomen are using all their efforts towards securing the 
passage in the present Legislature of more stringent child 
labor laws, a bill for medical inspection in the public schools, 
and a compulsory education bill. 


Where the home ends and the community begins, where 
the duty towards one’s own child ends and one’s neighbor’s 
child begins, is a wavering line which grows fainter and 
fainter as civilization and christianity take stronger hold 
on the nations of the earth. And so, with increased know]l- 
edge, training and ability, come increased responsibility for 
the welfare of all and the christian doctrine of the Brother- 
hood of Man becomes each day a surer possibility. 


HE Housewives’ League is a movement which is spread- 
ing from ocean to ocean, and American housekeepers 
are banding together for pure food, clean food, cheaper 
food, and correct weights and measures. ‘These bands of 
women are looking into all that pertains to the protection 
of the home and, although the movement is only a year old, 
the “button” has already begun to mean something material 
to “the butcher, the baker. and the candlestick maker.” As 
co-operation has become one of the fundamental rules of 
civic, religious and philanthropic life, so now it is finding 
its place as a useful adjunct to the housekeeper in dealing 
with her problems of feeding and managing her household. 
Domestic science and the high cost of living are not the 
least ones of the problems the Housewives’ League will be 
called on to solve! However, earnestness, patience and fair 
dealing on both sides of the question are the endeavors of 
the league, and large cities as well as provincial towns are 
already feeling the benefits from even these first impulses 
towards co-operation on the part of housekeepers and home 
makers. 


OUTHERN WOMEN will be interested to know that at 

the Conference of Governors, held in Richmond, Va., in 
November, the governors gave a twenty-minute hearing to 
the question of votes for women; the pleaders being Mrs. 
Valentine, President of the Equal Suffrage League, of Vir- 
ginia, and Miss Mary Johnston, the author of the “Long 
Roll” and “Cease.Firing.” Mrs. Valentine spoke briefly on 
“Woman, the Social Servant,” and the need for her in gov- 
ernment today. Miss Johnston made a brilliant address, in 
which she is quoted as saying: “If there are two things in the 
world inextricably intertwined they are men and women; ~ 
neither of us can live without the other. To tell the truth, 
neither of us wishes to live without the other. We talk of 
man in the abstract and woman in the abstract, and all the 
time there is no such thing as abstract man or woman.” 
She went on to show that two years ago a national suffrage 
petition presented to Congress carried the signatures of the 
governors of sixteen States, and drew the assembly’s atten- 
tion to the fact that ten of the governors present there then 
represented “Suffrage States ;” and, so, as she put it, she felt 
that “they were in the house of their friends.”

DEAR PRESIDENT AND CLUB MrEmBERs: Our effort is to 
interest the Clubs in Household Economics, so that better 
standards may be incorporated into life. We urge them to 
be the means of bringing knowledge of these practical sub- 
jects to the community. 


The work that we would like to have you do, so far as 
you can, is: 


1. To try to have your club, have at least one meeting given to the 
consideration of one of these topics, such as Household Chemistry or 
Bacteriology, Home Decoration or Sanitation, Household Management, 
etc. 

2. ‘To study Home Economics in the clubs so as to realize its mean- 
ing and know how its knowledge can change living conditions. 

3. To have Domestic Science taught in our public schools. 

4. ‘To have Home Economic books and magazines put in your libraries. 

5. To strive for pure food and market sanitation, also inspection 
of meats and milk. . 

6. To co-operate and arrange with your State Normal, Agricultural 
Colleges and Universities to secure Household Economic teachers for 
lectures and demonstrations. In towns employing a Domestic Science 
teacher the clubs may be able to secure her services. , 


Will your chairman remember that The Journal of Home 
Economics and ‘The American Association of Home 
Feonomics are studying our problems and co-operating in 
every possible way to aid us in carrying on this work. Our 
committee will be glad to help any Club interested in the 
arranging of Household Economics programs by sending 
programs and suggestions.

Last August, at Greensboro, Dr. Foust, of State Normal, met with 
the Committee of Household Economics of North Carolina Federation, 
for the purpose of discussing plans for college extension work, which he 
suggested doing through the clubs. He proposed sending out lecturers 
and demonstrators from the college, who would demonstrate and lecture 
to rural school teachers, clubwomen and as many women from rural 
dis:ricts as would take advantage of the opportunity, expressing his 
det:p desire to help as many women in North Carolina as it would be 
possible for him to reach. Three objective points were chosen from 
which to begin this work, namely: Goldsboro, in east; Asheboro, in center, 
and Morganton, in western North Carolina. The clubs at these places 
were to arrange all details and provide entertainment for instructors, 
lecturers and demonstrators. Instructions were to be given in all 
branches of household economics, including practical farming, dairying, 
cooking, sewing, etc., the lectures to be followed up with bulletins. 

The above explains the plan of work. Now I am writing to you as 
President to ask you to kindly present this matter to your club at once. 
Consult the members, ask them if they will agree to co-operate in this 
work by entertaining the lecturers from the Normal; by securing good 
audiences, #electing a meeting place and ‘arousing interest and enthusi- 
asm so that the meeting may prove a success in every way. ‘These meet- 
ings are intended to be public, not limited to club members, for Dr. 
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Foust wishes to reach more women and so does the Federation. I would 
suggest that all rural school teachers and dwellers of your country 
districts be invited to be present at these demonstrations. We hope you 
will decide to co-operate in the work, for I am sure it will prove of 
great and lasting benefit to your community. 

Kindly let me hear from you at once, and soon thereafter a program 
and dates of meeting will be sent to you. If you have any preference as 
to time, kindly inform me. An immediate response will be greatly 
appreciated.

FRIEND: You doubtless recall that the Federation 
at Winston instructed this committee to work to secure for 
women the right to serve on school committees and boards 
of state institutions where women are treated. 

It seems at present that only men can hold office, though 
positions are open to women. ‘There seems to be no clear 
understanding of the difference between an office and a posi- 
tion. Since women can hold positions, our first step is to 
have the Legislature pass a Bill that declares these places, 
we think should be open to women, to be positions and not 
offices. 

The Teachers’ Assembly had a committee at work on this 

proposition last year, on a motion that originated with the 
chairman of your Federation Committee, and they passed a 
strong resolution concerning the matter at their meeting in 
Greensboro at Thanksgiving. A copy of their resolution 
and the Bill they will present to the Legislature is enclosed 
for your consideration. 

It is the opinion of your Federation Committee that the 
clubwomen should unite in urging the passage of this Bill 
by the Legislature. To that end we most urgently urge the 
following: 

1. That you read this letter and the enclosure to your 
Club and ask them, if they approve, to pass the following or 
a similar resolution: 


“Resolved, first: That this club endorses and commends the resolu- 
tion passed by the Teachers’ Assembly at Greensboro looking to the 
- opening to women of positions on school committees and boards of edu- 
cational and charitable institutions and other places of trust, and that 
we heartily commend to the Legislature the passage of the bill to that 
effect, the Teachers’ Assembly will present to the Legislature. 

“Resolved, second: That every member of this club will do cvery- 
thing in her power to acquaint the members of the Legislature with 


the wishes of this club in regard to this matter.” 

2. Please then see personally every member of the Legis- 
lature from your county and let him know your views; also 
see that each of them receives a copy of the resolution you 
pass; ask every member of your Club to speak to your 
county Representative in both Houses of the Legislature 
about this matter. 

3. Please write Mrs. Sol. Weil, Goldsboro, N. C.,, secre- 
tary of this committee, what is the pleasure and wish of 
your Club in this matter, the number of members of your 
Club, and if you have acted as requested in this letter.

The General Assembly of North Carolina do enact: 

Section 1. That positions as members of school committees, boards 
of trustees, for chartered schools, members of the County Board of 
Education and members of the Textbook Commission, shall not be 
offices within this State, but shall be deemed as places of trust and profit, 
and no oath of office shall be required for the discharge of such duties. 
Women shall be eligible equally with men to serve in such places. 

Sec. 2. This act shall be in force from its ratification.

Child Welfare. 


HE, South Carolina Child Labor Committee held an 

important and interesting meeting in Columbia, Decem- 
ber 14, at the Jerome Hotel. In the absence of the chair- 
man, Dr. Cromer presided, and Mr. Hollis was re-elected 
secretary. Mr. Lovejoy and Dr. McElway, representatives 
of the National Child Labor Committee, were present dur- 
ing the meeting and entered into the discussions, giving 
helpful suggestions and valuable advice. ‘The committee 
decided to introduce in the coming Legislature a bill for 
compulsory education. A committee was appointed to con- 
fer with Senator Hall in regard to his proposed compulsory 
education bill and work with him and his supporters for this 
measure. It was also agreed to work for a bill for birth reg- 
istration and for the gradual raising of the age of working 
children to 14 years, so that South Carolina may keep in line 
with other States in child labor laws. The meeting was well 
attended, among those present being Dr. Cromer, Mr. Hol- 
lis, Mr. Hand, Dr. Weltner, Dr. Owens, Miss Carroll, Mrs. 
Gibbes and Miss Louisa Poppenheim.

O NON-FEDERATED CLUBS: Why not federate? 

A visiting clubwoman, in urging federation to a Virginia 
club, met the argument that this certain one is a book club, 
and purely personal and selfish, with this answer: “By 
merely affiliating with the State Federation, you increase 
the great usefulness of that body; when an issue arises, 
there is needed, in every community, women of position and 
influence, whose endorsement carries weight; if your club 
has no other idea of public welfare, this alone will count 
and be of sufficient inducement to lead you to federate.”’ 
This is a good argument, and is worth consideration by the 
clubwomen of the State. A cartoon in one of our maga- 
zines shows poverty, a great weight at one end of a teeter- 
board, bearing down the human being beneath; at the other 
end, with tremendous but futile exertion to lift, is the indi- 
vidual, charity; again the teeter-board with organized char- 
ity (a number of individuals working together) as the force 
that lifts the heavy weight of poverty high in the air. Now 
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this is typical of all combined effort. [Illinois has 40,000 
women in her federated clubs; little Maryland has 10,000. 
In each case the big city is a tremendous factor. In Vir- 
ginia the federated clubs represent about 600 women, and 
our beautiful Richmond on the James, is entirely lacking. 
Virginia women can be a tremendous force; unity of effort 
would soon achieve the State College for Women; would 
gain compulsory education, juvenile courts, censored picture 
and vaudeville shows, and all else that is good for women 
and children. No matter how small the unit club may be, 
it adds its weight to the preponderating whole. Clubs desir- 
ing federation can address the corresponding secretary, who 
will be glad to give any information needed. 

The Art Committee of the Roanoke C. B. Club has estab- 
lished art classes, with regular membership. While this is 
merely in its experimental stage, it seems to be upon a sub- 
stantial basis. Mrs. C. A. Howard is chairman of this com- 
mittee. To her efforts was due the success of the loan 
exhibit of last winter. 

The federated clubs are called on to remember that they 
are pledged to the “State College for Women,” and to cen- 
sorship of vaudeville theatres and moving picture shows. 
Resolutions on these were acted on in the May meeting.
